Despite the fact that the city of Los 
Angeles has just spent about $300,000 ! 
for new school buildings, a clamor and 
a cry comes to the Board of Education 
from residents in the vicinity of the 
Eastern Seventh-street school for in¬ 
creased school facilities in their dis¬ 
trict.

At the annual convention of the Lake

Governor Morton has signed tbe 
"Greater New York” bill, which gives 
to the United States tbe second largest 
city in the world. Tbe bill was first 
passed by the New York Assembly 
March 26tb, tbe Senate taking similar ’ 
action a few days later. It was then 
submitted to the Mayors of New York 
and Brooklyn and was vetoed by both. 
Tbe Legislature, however, passed the 
bill over tbeir vetoes and it now be¬ 
comes a law. 

One of the most terrible river disas¬ 
ters of reoent years oeourred last night 
about twenty-five miles below Louis¬ 
ville, Ky. The towboat Harry Brown 
of Pittsburg, upward bound from New 
Orleans, exploded her boilers. Tbe 
boat was a complete wreck and sank in 
less than five minutes. Eleven lives 
are known to be lost. The towboat 
was owned by W. H. Borwn Jic Co. 
the extensive ooal operators of Pitts¬ 
burg and was one of tbe largest tow¬ 
boats in the country. It was valued at 
$50000 and was not insured. 

Colonel J. V. Brower, Minnesota 
State Geographer, has made the sen¬ 
sational discovery tbat the source ot the 
Missouri river is not Red Rook Lake, 
Mont., as has been stated. Colonel 
Brower has explored the whole region 
of the Upper Missouri, and has made 
pnblio tbe result of his discoveries. He 
says the lougest upper branch of tbe 
Missouri does not flow through the 
lower Red Rock Lake in Montana, bnt 
comes from a hole in tbe Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, west 3f Helery’s Lake, Idaho, 
and at a point bordering the bonndary 
between tbat State and Montana. 

Ferdinand Schumacher, the million¬ 
aire oatmeal king, president of tbe 
American Cereal Company of Chi¬ 
cago, the Schumacher Gymnasium 
Company of Ark, Ohio, tbe Marseilles 
Land and Water Power Company, tbe 
Illinois River Paper Company of Mar¬ 
seilles, Ill., and the Tennessee Land 
Company of Harriman, Tenn., baa 
assigned. Tbe liabilities are estimated 
at $1,500,000 and the assets at $3,000, 
000. The asssignmeut was a volun¬ 
tary one. 

At tbe annual meeting of the Mari¬ 
time Canal Company chartered by act 
of congress, held at its offices, No. 54 
and 56 Broad street. New York, there 
were represented 152,098 shares out of 
a total issue of 222,135 shares. Direc¬ 
tors elected of tbe class of 1899 to suc¬ 
ceed themselves were Joseph Bryan of 
Virginia, James Roosevelt,HiramHitch- 
ooek, Thomas B. Atkins of New York. 
Of the class of 1897. to fill the vacancy 
left by tbe resignation of Hon. R. C. 
Sharon, A. G. Menocal was elected. 
Tbe board of directors re-eleoted 
Hiram Hitchoock, president; C. T. 
Daly, vioe-president T. B. Atkins, 
secretary and treasurer. Tbe executive 
committee consists of James Roosevelt, 
Hiram Hitchcock, H. F. Howland, F. 
F. Thompson and A. G. Menocal in 
place of R. C. Sharon resigned.

The old 
nobility became assiduous in their at- !

dies in waiting is said to have remarked, 
the court “received good company.” 
On his return Napoleon had found Jose¬ 
phine’s extravagance to be as unbound¬ 
ed as ever, but he could not well com¬ 
plain, because, although for the most 
part frugal himself, he had this time 
encouraged lavishness in his family. 
Still, it was not agreeable to have dress- I 
makers’ bills flung into his carriago 
when driving in state with his consort, 
and on one occasion he sent an unprin¬ 
cipled but clever milliner to the prison 
of Bicotre for having disobeyed his or¬ 
ders in furnishing her wares to the em¬ 
press at exorbitant prices. The person 
was so indispensable to tho court ladies, ‘ 
however, that they crowded her cell, 
and she was soon released.

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THE UNHAPPY 

ISLE OF CUBA. 

Murat Halstead Analyzes Its 
Present Condition. 

THINKS WE SHOULD ANNEX IT. 

fatal Errors Which Have Thrust One of 

Earth*s Richest Spots to Rain*s Edge. 

Spain's Suicidal Policy—Clinging to an 

Island Which Yields Less Than It Costs. 

The Wrongs the Cabans Hare Revolted 

Against—Millionaires Reduced to Beg¬ 
gary—The End Not Yet In Sight. 

After a month of study of Cuba in 
Cuba, the'first words written under the 
stars and stripes, and n sense of all that 
flag means for freedom, are that the 
peace and prosperity of the most fertile 
and fairest, the largest and noblest of 
the American islands, demand that it 
shall, through pacific international proc¬ 
esses, yield to the drift of manifest 
destiny, and the attraction of gravita¬ 
tion of the great republic, and take its 
place as an indestructible state of the 
indissoluble American Union—one of 
the stars of our national constellation— 
the United States. 

My contention is that this “consum¬ 
mation devoutly to be wished” will be 
led up to by the procession of events in 
tho course of a few years, and the 
achievement celebrated in our history 
as ranking with the memorable expan¬ 
sion of our domain, from the Mississip¬ 
pi to the Pacific, including Texas and 
California, by tho Louisiana purchase 
and the war with Mexico. 

Tho objection to the annexation of 
Cuba which has been most urged is the 
character of the population, and that 
which has been urged as especially ob¬ 
jectionable is the alleged majority of 
colored people. But there is not a ma¬ 
jority of blacks in Cuba, although the 
census of 1841 so declared. The latest 
report I have been able to got that seems 
thorough and to be relied upon is this: 

Total population of Cuba, published 
on Dec. 31, 1887, 1,631,687; whites, 
1,111,303; negroes, 520,684. 

A White Majority. 

This shows that more than two-thirds 
of the population of tho island are white, 
nnd there is a white majority in each of 
the six provinces. Thus is eliminated at 
a stroke the negro bugaboo. The blacks 
will no more ruloCuba politically or so¬ 
cially than they do Kentucky, and many 
of them have in Cuba developed self re¬ 
liance and capacity. 

It may be said the negroes are in some 
respects in a better position in Cuba than 
in any of the states of tho American na¬ 
tion. The races in the island associate on 
such terms of intimacy and good fellow¬ 
ship that Cuba as a state firmly and 
wisely governed would bo an invaluable 
object lesson to the people of the United 
States, showing that it is not necessary 
to degrade and despise and trample upon 
the blacks to prevent them from becom¬ 
ing too powerful in politics or too prom¬ 
inent in society. 

Serious study of the whites of Cuba, 
who would under our system be, of 
course, tho preponderant elemout and 
give political character to the state, has 
elevated estimation of the Spaniards and 
Jim Cubans as possible ?e and equal 
citizens of tho republic. The American 
peoplo have undervalued persistently the 
capacity for self government of the peo¬ 
plo who have not had their opportuni¬ 
ties. It is fortunate Cuba did not fall 
into our hands as a slavo state, for when 
the slave power was so groat in our gov¬ 
ernment, and u greater peril than wo 
were aware, it must have increased our 
difficulties, and our sovereign state idea 
would at the same time have taken evil 
shape. But that is all over. Our free 
Union as it stands is “one and insepa¬ 
rable, ’ ’ and just as certain as that is 
so is tho fuct that the states ure imper¬ 
ishable quantities, never to be subtracted 
from the sun. Our state method of self 
government is that which Cuba wants— 
tho stylo of autonomy she needs—and 
the pressure of our mighty forces upon 
Cuban ways in uifairs political would 
steady the state of Cuba to accopt her 
share of our destiny and ask for no more. 
In our Union she would in five yoars 
have 2 , 000,000 inhabitants, and in ten 
yoars 3,000,000, and riches "beyond tho 
dreams of avarice. ” Tho value of prop¬ 
erty in tho island would be trebled to¬ 
morrow if it were known she was com¬ 
ing into our system. 

Wo should not revile the Spaniard in 
regard to his relations with Cuba. His 
fault is he has not been nblo to escape 
from his own system. Ho is its slave as 
Cuba is its victim. Why should Spain 
cling with a grasp as of despair to tho 
last of her great American dominions? 
Her self respect, her pomp and vanity, 
her pride and dignity, havo survived the 
loss of Florida and Texas and New 
Mexico, part of Colorado and Nevada 
and California and Mexico, and of all 
South America except Brazil—never 
hers—and all tho West Indies but the 
few she holds. Why should Cuba bo tho 
exception to all rules, tho one spot 
whero the continuation of the logic of 
tho history of Spain must be forever re¬ 
garded as a degradation—the land 
whore tho same fulfillment of fate us in 
tho case of Mexico and Peru and all the 
rest should bo associated with dishonor? 

Ask Simla to It. 'll (.On. 

Wo would not strike Spain a stealthy 
blow. We would not if we could inflict 
upon her humiliation, but wo would 
invite her to consent to reason with us, 
for it does not become her ancient 
grandeur to occupy with a tenacity that 
counts no cost and a spirit of sacrifice 
that threatens her vital resources, an 
attitude that is irrational—that amounts 
to a mania regarding one island. 

Tho island has ceased to bo remuner¬ 
ative. It will cost her more and more 
and yield less and less until she lets go. 
All the revenue that can be drawn from 
it must now go to it, so that tho Span¬ 
ish interest in Cuba is all indirect and 


the theory of utility is deceptive. Span¬ 
ish government in Cuba is a self evident 
failure, and cannot be made anything 
else. 

In the course of the very interesting 
conversation I had the pleasure of bav- 
; ing with Captain General Marin, now 
I the governor general of Porto Rioe, he 
said he was a man who held ideas in 
high estimation, and that there were 
“many of the best people of the island” 
engaged in the attempted revolution of 
186S-78—the ten years’ war—but he 
contended that the real grievances that 
then existed had been reformed accord¬ 
ing to tho terms of the final pacification. 

Well, that war resulted in fastening upon 
the revenue of Cuba more than $200,- 
000,000 of war debt, or nearly, alto¬ 
gether, $ 10 , 000,000 a year interest, tho 
price of tho temporary subjugation of 
Cuba, paid for by herself. But this mon¬ 
ey does not go to Spain and never can 
go to her. It is swallowed up as in a 
sinkhole in the island. 

A Mortgaged Plantation. 

Cuba is a mortgaged plantation— 
i mortgaged to the full extent of its worth 
i —and Spain, as the unfortunate proprie¬ 
tor, looks over a beantifnl estate whose 
future can have no income for him to 
dispose of. The only use of it is that of 
a country for the education, discipline 
and adventure of Spain’s young men be¬ 
yond the seas, and fat places for her 
military chieftain * and their favorites, 
and the support of a swarm of ungrate- 
i ful and insatiable officeholders. 

Following the figure of the mortgaged 
estate, Cuba is the farm that Spain has 
borrowod money on until the rent bare¬ 
ly pays the interest. Is there anything 
i going to happen on the farm that will 
make it again the lucrative, enriching 
possession that it once was, or seemed to 
be by false bookkeeping? Are the ten¬ 
ants happy, industrious, contented and 
putting their hands heartily to produc¬ 
tive labors? Quite the coutrary is true. 
They are devastating the fields, burning 
tho sugar cane, trampling upon or neg¬ 
lecting, to its destruction, the indige¬ 
nous seductive and delightful tobacco. 
Here we find that labor is annihilating 
the capital of the country. It is the 
worst conflict tho world has seen. 

The sugar and tobacco of Cuba, under 
favorablo conditions, amount in round 
I numbers to $ 100 , 000,000 annually, and 
this magnificent mortgaged farm is the 
1 prey not only of remorseless usurers, 
but implacable strikers. 

This is a combination that leaves no 
chance. It will make the richest island 
in the world inflict impoverishment 
alike upon princely proprietors and 
’ thrifty workingmen. Why should the 
' Spaniard impoverish himself to hold an 
| empty title for land that must change 
owners before it can yield income? The 
question is whether Spain will ruin lier- 
. self for Cuba’s sake. 

One of Many. 

I met in Havana a gentleman who 
: gave his confidence unreservedly as to 
his affairs. He had once and not long 
ago a large income. He was affluent, 
and his habits expensive. His family 
was large and happily is still unbroken, 
but his possessions have been vanishing, 

| as he says, under the blight of tho most 
dreadful misgoverument. There is noth- 
j ing the matter with the earth or sky of 
Cuba. Sugar, though the island no Ion- 
i ger has the big end of the monopoly, is 
still gold, and so is tobacco. I quote his 
very words. He said : “I am not a poli¬ 
tician. I havo not been a theorist in 
government and have not taken u strong 
partisan position—am not a partisan. I 
am a man of business, and yet I know 
now that my only hope and that of 
thousands like me to escape utter ruin 
is that the United States will find somo 
way to annex Cuba before it is too late. 

I am not the enemy of tho Spaniard, but 
if Spain wins in this war I am ruined. 

I know well what Spanish government 
is, and if it goes on here I am ruined— 
ruined! I know right well, too, wlint 
the Cuban agitators and dreamers and 
revolutionists are, and how they would 
govern the island if they got it into 
their hands. I am assured they would 
ruin it. It is us plain as that Spain 
would do it. I am not a man of war or 
intrigue, not a politician at all. Misgov- 
ernment has taken from me one thing 
after another until lean see the end and 
know positively and precisely what it 
is. If I was tho only man in this fix, 
why let mo go. Ono man is nothing to 
a nation, but if ho represents a class, 
and that class has furnished the gold 
for court and camp, the class in tho in¬ 
terest of the product should be regard¬ 
ed as a part of the country.” 

This gentleman’s strong point was, 
of course, that ho was representative. 
He spoke for tho sugar business of tho 
island and did it most intelligently and 
eloquently, and there should be enlight¬ 
enment in his utterance. 

Reduced to Beggar)’. 

There are millionaires in Havana, 
men and women, who were worth mil¬ 
lions in the old days, and aro in poverty 
so pinching that it would bo advanta¬ 
geous to their personal comfort to ex 
change places with their old servants. 
A man came to me, who spent not less 
i than $30,000 a year for 30 years, and 
I regarded it as economical living, who 
does not keep a servant because he can¬ 
not pay one. His wife does the cooking 
and tlioro is little to cook, and there is 
i not a ray of light in the darkness of the 
' future. There are a mother and two 
| daughters who lived for years conspicu- 
j ously and fashionably in Now York, on 
one of tho most fashionable streets, ladies 
whose diamonds flashed at tho opera, 
and their theater parties were a dream, 
and now their estates aro wasted by 
war, their income from town property is 
cut off and they live in one room, with 
one faithful black servant, and the rent 
is paid and tho plain food provided out 
of tho salary of a son in a mercantile 
house in an American city that I shall 
not name, for they must not be placed. 

Rebels Arc Not Kutllans. 

It has seemed to some writers on this 
unhappy country fair to refer to tho 
Cuban rebels as a rabble and a lot cf 
barbarians, utterly unworthy of respect¬ 
ful attention or sympathy as representa¬ 
tives of a popular cause. But certainly 


many of those engaged for the Cuban 
cause or supporting the rebellion with 
all their hearts are gentlemen and ladies. 
The idea that they are ruffians and mon¬ 
sters is unjust, and its assertion, to turn 
a sentence, is cruel. There is none 
more clever and accomplished than they. 
Tho following testimony from a Cuban 
! “country newspaper” is more notable 
because it was reproduced as official 
news in a Havana paper: 

Santiago n* Ccba, Feb. P. 

J In these days there have been solicit ed and 
granted a great number of passports for Vene¬ 
zuela. Costa Kica, Santo Domingo. Mexico and 
Haiti. If this emigration should continue, 
i within a very short while we will remain 
without population. 

The want of work is the principal cause why 
many people have abandoned the country, 
j It is said, and it appears to be certain, that 
in this week a good many persons have joined 
the rebels, some quite well known. 

They Want Annexation. 

It is said that Gomez is not for an¬ 
nexation to the United States; that he 
thinks there should be a confederacy of 
the West Indian islands, with tlie cap- 
j ital at Havana, but that is a farfetched 
1 fancy on which no time should be lost. 
Maceo, “the mulatto with an ambi¬ 
tion,” is said to be for annexation. 
Captain General Weyler’s political ante¬ 
cedents are recorded as those of a liberal, 

almost a republican, but betore this is 
accepted as veritable it should be veri¬ 
fied. The stories go to show how strange 
bedfellows war makes. Cnban com¬ 
plaints of Spanish misgovernment aro 
given rather in general than in separate 
interviews, us would be the natural 
order. This is partly for convenience to 
save space and partly because the utter- 
ers of these representations could not be 
cited us responsible without personal 
disturbance and possibly danger. 

Wo make about 1,000,000 tons of 
sugar per year, filling 700,000 bags, say 
the Cubans, and the cost of an English 
jute bag is 0 cents, and the duty is 10 
cents. Spain pays no duty, and has of 
course a monopoly of the bag business. 
The cost of bags to the planter is 20 
cents each. Spain gets $700,000 a year 
out of Cuba for sugar bags. 

Fifty-two per cent of the commerce 
of Barcelona is Cuban, and 50 per cent 
; of it is extortion through laws, discrim- 
I inating for Spain against Cuba. 

Seventy-five per cent of the places in 
the government administration of Cuba 
arc filled by Spaniards, and the 25 por 
cent of Cubans who fill smaller offices 
have to send money to Spain to get 
! them. The higher officers are nearly all 
Spaniards—exceptions very rare, and 
they come in successive waves. They 
stay awhile, make money, and hasten 
back to Spain to spend it. This is as 
1 great an evil as unjust taxation. 

What Spain Propone*. 

The remedies that Spain proposes aro 
at least inadequate, and the following 
extracts from an article by u military 
man in a local paper, and headed “The 
War of Cuba,” published after the re¬ 
tirement of Campos and before tho ar¬ 
rival of Weyler, displays the means by 
which it is tho proposition of those who 
appeal to the sword only to recover Cuba, 
though it is to competent observation a 
lost island us the case stands. 

Here are laid down tersely the plans 
to compensate for ages of indiscretion : 

First.—Take away the rebels’ means 
of moving from place to place by depriv¬ 
ing them of horses and hindering their 
remounting. 

Second.—Deprive them of resources 
by destroying fruit trees, gathering all 
cattle in their territory. 

, Third.—Finish with spying by con¬ 
centrating all the country peoplo in the 
towns and chastising severely all those 
who act ns carriers, spies, messengers 
or correspondents. 

Fourth.—Prevent them from receiv¬ 
ing arms, ainninnition and provisions 
by watching closely the coast and the 
surroundings of cities and towns—above 
all, those on the railroad. 

Fifth.—Divide them and demoralize 
them by carrying on an incessant and 
vigorous persecution, especially with 
cavalry and mounted infantry on horses 
and trappings levied on the country. 

Sixth.—Do not permit them to have 
tho least advantage in any encounter; do 
away with military posts unless they 
aro an absolute necessity and let the 
Golumus have effective forts. In case the 
enemy divides itself, observe the same 
rules in respect to the small bodies iii 
charge of pursuing the groups detached. 

Seventh.—Check tactics of ambush 
nnd false retreats by means of constant 
flunking, double or single, and do not 
pursue unless “eu esliolou. ” 

Eighth.—Prevent them from crossing 
from ono province into another by 
means of contention lines duly fortified 
aud garrisoned and with easy conmiu- 
nientiou within at least the greater part 
of its length. 

Ninth.—Prevent those who surrender 
from going back to the field by uttering 
measures to that end. 

Teuth.—Moralize the war in every¬ 
thing possible, submitting to military 
courts all delinquents, abettors or liar- 
borers and attempts against the rights 
of the people committed under the pre¬ 
text of serving the insurrection. 

Eleventh.—Guard with great secrecy 
the operations of tho troops, prohibiting 
the correspondents of the press in tho 
field, the publishing of all news that is 
not official, and tho transmission of 
written or telegraphic dispatches by 
the military chiefs in cipher code, that 
should bo changed occasionally. With 
tho same end in view gather all mes¬ 
senger pigeons in tho island and trans¬ 
port them to distant provinces, there 
uniting them in military pigeon houses 
until they get accustomed to residing 
there, so that they may afterward bo of 
use to the army iu carrying small cipher 
dispatches to tho centers of operations. 

This is the programme of military 
repression pure aud simple, aud it has 
not yet been departed from iu any im¬ 
portant particular. 

It is not worth while to employ high 
colored language in characterization of | 
this plan of subjugation. One word 
suffices—the means proposed aro insuffi¬ 
cient. 

Americanism Growing; Iu Cuba. 

The overshadowing prominence of 
tho United States and her neighborhood 


have impressed Cuba at large and affect¬ 
ed the imagination of her sons, and im¬ 
agination is one of the creative forces. 
There has been a growth of American¬ 
ism in the island, and the yonng men 
feel themselves Americans rather than 
Enropeans—a fact full of prominence. 
It is the pride and happiness and, they 
believe, the security of many of them to 
be or to becomo American citizens, and 
when we look at it closely the at first 
apparent artificiality of the proceeding 
of “making themselves Americans,” as 
General Weyler says, gives way to the 
appreciation of its naturalness aud be¬ 
lief in its fruitfulness. If we, the peo¬ 
ple of the United States, are Americans, 
in the great sense of the word, we 
should know from sympathy that the 
Cubans absorb Americanism from tho 
atmosphere, and it is the true article. 

Cubn’fi Tremendous Value. 

Look at Cuba on the map and noto 
how near she is both to Florida and 
Yucatan, her west end commanding the 
gates to the gulf of Mexico, while east¬ 
ward she slopes far down into the tropics 
and dominates the Caribbean sea. She 
is the most luxuriantly rich of the is¬ 
lands of the seas. She is almost as plain¬ 
ly ours in the course of nature as is Long 
Island. Wo do not undervalue the Ha¬ 
waiian and Samoan groups, hut it is not 
too much to say that Cnba is worth all 
the islands in the Pacific between onr 
borders and Japan, including New Zea¬ 
land. 

Just when and how Cuba shall bo ours 
it is not the part of wisdom to bo hasty 
iu undertaking to say, but it is timely 
to declare that war with Spain should 
not be considered as n chapter of the 
proceeding. Avoidance of that calamity 
will bear testimony to our civilization 
and command more respect than mili¬ 
tary conquest. 

No End of the War In Sight. 

There is no end of this war in sight. 
Weyler may be a military genius—aud I 
am sure ho is a man of extraordinary 
talent—but ho lias been appointed to un¬ 
dertake one of tho most difficult works 
ever undertaken. Only the sympathies 
of tho country people—their feeling that 
there must bo a change to save them 
from helpless, hopeless impoverishment 
—could have enabled the insurgents to 
ride 500 miles with fire and sword 
through tho heart of the island, carrying 
the war into districts that hitherto es¬ 
caped tho revolutionary flood aud deso¬ 
lation. 

As an American state Cuba would bo 
worthy her place in the splendid and 
immortal sisterhood, and as a prize of 
peace she would enter the Union with 
an endowment of the matchless prodigal¬ 
ity of nature, adding tho opulence of the 
tropics to the magnificence we inherit ni 
the imperial north temperate zone, and 
tho statesmanship of this work will havo 
rank along with that which gav& Cali¬ 
fornia and the oceans for boundaries.— 
Murat Halstead in New York Journal.

Ho used to furnish ice \ 
to all tho diplomatic representatives at 
the Brazilinu capital, and his enterprise 
in this connection contributed not a lit¬ 
tle to the popularity he so deservedly 
enjoyed. ” 

A Miniature Parliament. 

There is a miniature parliament at 
Newnham, England’s well known wom¬ 
an’s college, with a cabiuot and prime 
minister of its own. The Conservatives 
are just now iu power, in this young leg¬ 
islature, which yields nothiug in spirit 
and ardor to its prototype on the Thames 
embankment. It has legalized the opeu- 
ing of museums and picture galleries 
on Sundays, but decliued to allow Sun¬ 
day opening of theaters and other pub¬ 
lic places of amusement. The most ex¬ 
citing debate of tho session was on vol¬ 
untary schools, when, after a hard fight, 
the government, by a majority of ten, 
passed a motion “viewing with disfa¬ 
vor” the action of the educational de¬ 
partment in placing voluntary schools 
under disadvantages compared with 
board schools. An intercollegiate debate 
has been arranged with Girtou, its sis¬ 
ter college, the motion to be, “That it 
is good for society that people should be 
afraid of being thought peculiar.”

X HAYS WORK CURES. 

DR. MOUNT BLEYER DISCOVERS WON¬ 
DERFUL PHYSICAL EFFECTS. 

Plants Are Developed to Twice Their Nat* 

ural Sixe—They Promise to Produce Re¬ 
markable Cures In Tubercular Diseases. 

An Instance of Rheumatism. 

While the whole electrical world is 
Btndying the effects and bohavior of X 
rays aud the medical profession is test¬ 
ing their value for the purposes of diag¬ 
noses, it has remained for Dr. J. Mount 
Bloyer of New York to direct attention 
to the possibilities of these aud other 
light rays iu the field of therapeutics. 
Dr. Bleyer, who is an F. R. A. M. S., 
a member of the French Electro-Thera¬ 
peutical society of Paris aud a professor 
in the National School of Electro-Thera¬ 
peutics, has an article iu the last num¬ 
ber of the New York Medical Journal, 
entitled “Crookes’ X and Other Light 
Rays—A Problem Yet to Be Solved In 
Therapeutics, Etc.” 

“It is fair to presume, ” he says, “that 
the rays have a subtler power than this 
one of penetration. Ordinary light is 
one cf the main factors iu the develop¬ 
ment and growth of animal life. Wo 
havo studied the effects in this direc¬ 
tion, and know that sunlight is essen¬ 
tial for the growth aud development of 
both animal and vegetable tissue. What 
effect may these different light rays 
have on pathological conditions? I have 
undertaken a few investigations in or¬ 
der to ascertain the effects of these rajs 
upon animal life and upon the tissues. 
The only leg we have to stand upon at 
present is the singular phenomenon of 
the penetrative force of these rays. Is 
not tho hypothesis fair to set up that 
these rays, in forcing their way through 
tissues, cxerciso some action upon the 
tissues iu their transit through them? 
The work is notably slow and tedious, 
besides involving much cost and time. 
I can hold forth little beyond saying 
that up to the present moment close ob¬ 
servation of the action of these rays up¬ 
on animal and vegetable life is being 
carried on. ” 

After referring to such evidence as has 
been accumulated on the subject, Dr. 
Bloyer concludes: “Why, then, may we 
not expect that rays of light propagated 
from many sources will give us valuable 
effects in disease and growth? I bring 
these arguments and the problematic 
question before the notice of the pro¬ 
fession in order to stimulate others be¬ 
sides myself to enlarge this field of in¬ 
vestigation, as there is no tolling what 
hidden forces await our unraveling of 
their laws aud their probable therapeutic 
application, etc.” 

Dr. Bleyer was found at his residence, 
and asked by a reporter to state more 
fully the nature of his observations and 
discoveries. 

“I am not yet prepared,” he said, 
“to go into details, because these must 
first bo communicated to my profession, 
but I can tell you some things in a gen¬ 
eral way. First, do not make the mis¬ 
take of supposing that I am confining 
myself to experiments with the X rays. 
I am studying the effects of different 
rays of light both singly and iu combi¬ 
nation with each other, and have secured 
some remarkable results. The remark¬ 
able effects of the rays of the ordinary 
arc light in forcing the growth and frui¬ 
tion of plants have been observed both 
by myself aud the authorities of tho 
botanical gardens at Washington. Un¬ 
der their influence many plants can be 
nearly doubled in size and brought to 
fruitage iu a very much shorter time 
than by the ordinary course of nature. 
I recently ripened a green banana in 14 
hours by exposing it to arc light rays. 
Think of the commercial possibilities of 
producing fruits aud vegetables in ad¬ 
vance of their season by tho use of elec¬ 
tric light 1 

“Now, as to therapeutical results, 1 
have made experiments which satisfy 
me that the bacilli of diphtheria and 
tuberculosis can be speedily and effectu¬ 
ally destroyed by concentrated rays of 
sunlight brought to bear on them. I re¬ 
cently destroyed some specimens of both 
iu from four to ten minutes. My meth¬ 
od would be to concentrate the sun’s 
rays by lenses aud pass them through 
the chest or throat of the patient, ac¬ 
cording to the nature of his affection, 
after interposing a plate of blue glass to 
interrupt the heat rays. 

“This brings us back to tho theory ad¬ 
vanced 20 years ago by the late General 
Pleasanton of tho United States army. 
His theory caused a good deal of fun to 
be poked at him, but lie wus nearer 
truth than hi 3 critics suspected. About 
ten days ago a man came to mo suffer¬ 
ing from a rheumatic kuee joiut. By 
the use of concentrated sun rays passed 
through a plate of blue glass I cured 
him entirely iu four days. 

“From this time I shall devote my- 
solf to the treatment of phthisis by this 
method. I do not mean that anything 
can be douo for a patient in the last 
stages of consumption, but I have groat 
hope of relieving patients in the early 
stages. Apart from the great boon to 
humanity of such a result, there aro tho 
monetary considerations involved iu 
saviug tlie large number of valuablo cat¬ 
tle anuuully slaughtered because affect¬ 
ed with tuberculosis. 

“As to the X rays, I have noticed 
some curious physical effects on myself. 
Exposure of my hand to them produced 
well defined sensations, which eventu¬ 
ally became painful. Placing my head 
in the rays caused a violent headache, 
which lasted for throe hours. These are 
evidences, yon see, of marked physical 
effects.”—New York Recorder.

In 1878 Sir Bartle Frere dismissed the 
Ministry because of his dissatisfaction 
with ihe conduct of the Transkeian re¬ 
bellion. Three years later he resigned 
after a fiasco in regard to another re¬ 
bellion, thnt of the Rasutos.

Colder Than the North Pole. 

Walter Wellman, who has been to tho 
arctic regions himself, says that Mel¬ 
ville’s theory of auetornal ocean icecap 
is as indefensiblo as tho old notion of 
an open polar sea. At the pole tho mean 
annual temperature is reckoned ut 2 de¬ 
grees F. above zero. In summor it is 
doubtless often so warm there that the 
lucky explorer who reaches its neigh¬ 
borhood will pull at his sledgo with 
bare hands and without any coat to in¬ 
cumber him. During three mouths of 
summer the mercury would not fall be¬ 
low 10 degrees above zoro. He might 
pass a whole winter there without see¬ 
ing tho mercury drop any lower than it 
occasionally falls in Manitoba and north¬ 
ern Minnesota. But he would find a 
steadier cold. For threo months, proba¬ 
bly, he would have no higher tempera¬ 
ture than 20 degrees below. 

Arctic climate, like many other 
things in that region, is little under¬ 
stood by people who have not given the 
subject special study. In that country 
it is always cold when the wind blows, 
summer or winter. But even in winter, 
when the wind is light or still, a well 
clad man can move about in comfort.

THE SALVATION A RSI Y 

MAUD BALLINGTON BOOTH WRITES 
OF ITS WORK IN AMERICA. 

Bow the Fccple Are Reached—The Slam 
Brigade— Statistic* of the Work Bone In 
This Country- The War Cry—How It It 
Principally Sold. 

It is not enough in such a field as ours 
to build a church and open its dooTS and 
call to the passing people, “Come and 
hear of God ; repent and become good. ” 
If wo followed any such method, our 
hall would be empty and those few who 
did enter wonld. undoubtedly be people 
who already care enough about God aud 
religion to wish to be there, being them¬ 
selves alive to the need of their souls. 
No, that is not the class we seek. We 
are sent to tho godless, irreligious, 
j church hating, sin bound crowd which 
holds in abhorrence all that savors of re- 
| ligion, righteousness or purity. It must 
be reached. 

This the Salvation Army has under 
taken to do in many ways: First.it 
parades tho streets where these people 
lounge. After its waving colors and uni¬ 
formed troops flock the poor, the ragged, 
the drunken, the dirty, tho criminal, 
and the desperate classes, aud you can 
often see them trooping to the Army hall, 
which has been made suitable for them 
in all its appointments and where a 
welcomo is extended to one and all, for 
if any have the preference in our Salva¬ 
tion meetings, it should certainly be 
given to tho most drunken and forlorn. 

The next way of reaching these peo¬ 
ple is the carrying of onr warfare into 
their own haunts. Saloons, dives and 
evil resorts are systematically visited, 
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nnd tho people there are dealt with and 
prayed with just as earnestly as if we 
were talking with them in our own 
meeting place. In this w'ay meetings 
are constantly held and souls saved 
right in tho enemy’s own reserves, and 
the fearloss aud loving spirit that nerves 
our peoplo to these persistent researches 
after lost souls often in itself wins 
their love and respect, their good will 
and their confidence in such a wuy that 
they look upon us as friends and neigh¬ 
bors indeed nnd turn to us in a ready, 
open hearted mnnncr that they would 
never do to thoso who live at a distance 
from them or who approach thorn with 
tho ordinary religions methods. 

Again, there is the most thorough 
visitation carriod on by our workers. 
Tho women of our slum brigades visit 
the wretched homes, lodgiug houses und 
tenements in the neighborhoods in 
which they live, that they may win tho 
hearts of the people, not so much by 
their message aud thoir prayers, though 
they are earnest in both, but by their 
loving services and their practical re¬ 
ligion lived out in the vilest environ¬ 
ments. They nurse tho sick, caro for 
the starving, wash tho babies. Nit up 
with the dying and often clean, scrub 
aud disinfect the most louthsomo abodes, 
tbut in this way faith und works, pre¬ 
cept and practico, may teach thoso to 
whom they go a lesson thufc no tract, 
gospel message or prayer, however 
good, could bring home to them as ef¬ 
fectually. And whut is our hope for 
thoso to whom we go? Not only that 
the poor, tho hungry and the homeless 
may have thoir position bettered, not 
only that they may rise out of the quag¬ 
mire into which they have sunk on to 
tho level of honest aud respectable citi¬ 
zenship, but that into their hopeless 
lives tho great, loving, lifo giving Sav¬ 
iour may come. We do not advocate 
the signing of pledges, the turning over 
of new leaves, nor do we pay much at¬ 
tention to promises of reformation. We 
aim at something deeper and yet some¬ 
thing higher, the giving up of sin and 
tlie receiving into their poor hopeless 
souls of a definite power that can make 
them new men and new women in 
Christ Jesus. It is not reformation, but 
transformation. 

The following statistics of the work 
in this our own country may perhaps 
prove of interest, but it must be remem¬ 
bered that the Army here is still in its 
infancy and that what we have seen in 
the past is nothing to what we expect 
to see in the future: Corps, 593 ; officers, 
2,071; local officers, 2,918. The follow¬ 
ing figures are for tho month of Septem¬ 
ber, 1895: Sunday attendance, 587,020; 
week night attendance, 881,731 ; War 
Cry sales, 237,791; souls saved, 3,604; 
saloons aud dives visited, 4,657. Tho 
last figures of saloons and dives visited 
show only the work done by our slum 
officers. 

I have often heard the question asked, 
in tones full of surprise and disapproval, 
“Do you mean to say that the Army al¬ 
lows young girls to go into saloons and 
dives to sell War Crys without a male 
escort to protect them?” Certainly we 
do, und I contend that if they are going 
in God’s name with a pure and holy pur¬ 
pose, aud feeling that they are under¬ 
taking the work at his command, they 
have a right to claim his presence aud 
protection. All men, however bad, like 
to be treated as if they were worthy of 
trust. It has always been the Army’s 
principle to go thus to the very worst, 
and it is surprising how it calls out 
their best traits of character. Of course, 


when considering this question, it should ! 
be also borne in mind that the Salva¬ 
tionist always goes about her work in 
full uniform. To send our young wom¬ 
en into such places dressed in any other 
dress wonld be to court danger and in¬ 
sult, and we could blame no one but our¬ 
selves, as the men to whom they go 
wonld not know their mission. As it is, 
their dress speaks for itself and is a 
great protection. 

The War Cry, our official gazette, is a 
most useful introduction for ns into the 
saloons. Thousands and thousands of 
War Crys are sold every week in the sa¬ 
loons, and the selling of the paper makes 
a very good excuse for getting into the j 
place. Why sell The War Cry? some 
would ask. Shonld it not be given away 
to these people? No; we have learned 
that to let them pny the 5 cents for it . 
makes them valuo nnd read it, whereas ’ 
a paper or tract given away is as often 1 
as not thrown aside. When it is remem-1 
bered that The War Crys in the sa¬ 
loons are all sold, aud that we have a 
very large circulation in this field alone, j 
a statement which can be made about no j 
other religious newspaper, it shows that 
the Salvation Army has been uble to 
present religion to these people in a way 
that really interests them, and that they 
have accepted ns, onr literature and onr 
methods as theirs. In the slum depart¬ 
ment of onr work alone 498 meetings 
were held in saloons in six mouths, 
while 28,996 visits were paid in suloons 
and dives; 28,080 War Crys were sold, 
the larger number of these being sold in 
saloons. This represents the work of 
only between 30 and 40 women in seven 
cities. It shonld be remembered that we 
do not send out into this work women 
whose former lives have been lived in 
vice or squalor or degradation. They are 
girls from pure homes; girls ns true and 
modest and refined in feeling as you can 
find anywhere; for it has always seemed 
j to mo that the greater the need, the 
darker tho vice, tho more carefully 
, should we choose tho purest instruments 
to go in und represent Christ nnd do his 
! work. 

Aud what of the result? To receivo a 
hearty welcome, to obtain a largo circu¬ 
lation for our paper among saloon pa¬ 
trons, to be kindly received by poor out¬ 
casts whom society calls lost and de¬ 
graded is all very good and very cheer¬ 
ing, but if there was nothing more to 
show for it the Army would bo bitterly 
disappointed. I can, however, definitely 
state that from facts brought under my 
own observation, as well as reports from 
hundreds of my comrades, many clear 
cases of conversion and real transforma¬ 
tions of life have resulted from this 
work, and that thousands, who other¬ 
wise never would huvo como to our 
meetings, or thought of going to a place 
j of worship, huvo so had their interest 
aroused that they have afterward be¬ 
come faithful attendants of our meet¬ 
ings, and later true, earnest soldiers of 
the cross.—Maud Balliugtou Booth in 
Church Standard.
